mental and technical qualifications," 
he said. 
" T h e criminally reckless 
and tile intoxicated driver should he 
absolutely excluded from 
driving. 
He who Is repeatedly defiant of t r a f ­ 
fic regulations should have his

cense revoked and car impounded, or 
such heavy fines or imprisonment in­ 
flicted as to he a real burden and 
constant reminder. 
Rowe also advocated the a b a n d o n ­ 
ment of red lights on the rear of 
automobiles, an d the substitution of 
some other color. 
"Today a driver observing a red 
light regards it only as an indica­ 
tion he must t u r n to the left," lie 
said.

Washington, Ort. 8— The livestock 
Industry has little burther to fear 
rrom the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in California, according to 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The only place where the Infection 
is still suspected is In the Stanislaus 
National Forest In Tuolomne Coun­ 
ty, California. 
No new cases have 
been discovered or reported 
since 
August Kl and In th a t case only two 
anlinals In a herd of 800 were a f­ 
fected. 
Officials are hopeful t h a t the 
prompt slaughter and deep burial of 
tile entire herd destroyed the virus 
of foot-and-mouth disease before It 
could spread. 
Twelve large herds which were 
given a thorough inspection on leav­ 
ing the forest recently, showed no 
symptoms of the disease. 
As an ad­ 
ditional precaution these herds and 
all others which are allowed to leave 
that area will he inspected frequent­ 
ly for several months. 
Another precaution to be tak en on 
the recommendation of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry will he the closing 
of the Stanislaus Forest by th e F o r­ 
est Service, to all livestock durin g 
1925. 
This will Inconvenience a few 
neighboring ranchmen, hut th e For­ 
est Service and the D epartment of 
Agriculture believe this action to be 
necessary and in the Interests of pub­ 
lic safety. 
Tile value of the gracing 
In the area is small compared with 
Hie cost of suppressing a n o th er pos­ 
sible outbreak. 
Department officials 
believe the infection, though able to 
live for several months under favor­ 
able conditions, has not been know n 
to exist in the absence of living car­ 
riers for more th a n a year. 
"T h ro u g h o u t the rest of California 
(he disease ha8 apparently been sup­ 
pressed," 
the Department reports, 
"and with every week th a t passes 
without a recurrence the win ning of 
the 
strenuous 
fight 
against 
the 
plugue is more hopeful."

August 16 and In that case only two 
animals in a herd of 800 were af­ 
fected. 
Officials are hopeful that the 
prompt slaughter and deep burial of 
the entire herd destroyed the virus 
of foot-and-mouth disease before It 
could spread. 
Twelve large herds which were 
given a thorough inspection on leav­ 
ing the forest recently, showed no 
symptoms of the disease. 
As an ad­ 
ditional precaution these herds and 
all others which are allowed to leave 
that area will be inspected frequent­ 
ly for several months. 
Another precaution to be taken on 
the recommendation of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry will be the closing 
of the Stanislaus Forest by the For­ 
est Service, to all livestock during 
1925. 
This will inconvenience a few 
neighboring ranchmen, but the For­ 
est Service and the Department of 
Agriculture believe this action to be 
necessary and in the Interests of pub­ 
lic safety. 
The value of the gracing 
in the area is small compared with 
the cost of suppressing another pos­ 
sible outbreak.

J u s t ten ye a rs ago McGraw had a fourth pen n an t right at bis finger tips 
w he n the Boston Braves popped up from no w h ere an d ran away with the 
pennant.
